The tenperature dipped to 
seven degrees above zero this 
morning, with a  wind-chill 
index of 17 degrees below. 

Today's high is not expected 
to exceed 15 degrees, with a 
drop tonight to either five below 
or ten degrees below zero to 
greet the new year 

On New © Year's . Day 
tomorrow, the temperature is 
expected to go no higher than 
the “teen: the U. S. Weather 
Service reported today 

Granite City Street Depart- 
ment personnel started their 
snow fighting efforts at 2 p.m. 
yesterday and worked 
throughout the night. 

During the night, six men 
manned two graders, a high lift 
and two salt and cinder 
spreaders to try and clear the 
streets. 

Lionel Portell, street 
superintendent, said Madison 
Avenue was plowed and salted 
first and then the crews turned 
to secondary streets. The state 
plowed and salted Nameoki 
Road during the night. 

“I think anyone who wants to 
go somewhere can pretty well 
get there now, if he can get out 
of his driveway,’ Portell said 
early this morning, 

Madison and Venice streets 
also were passable today after 
the street departments of those 
cities cleared the snow. 

Madison crews worked from 2 
to 6 p.m. yesterday spreading 
salt and resumed work at 5 a.m, 
to clear off the snow on top of 
the salt. 

McKinley Bridge presented a 
problem for the Venice Street 
Department due to a lack of 
traffic to break up the salt 
pellets. Workers there were on 
duty from 1:30 p:m. yesterday 
to midnight and started again at 
4 a.m. today. The bridge was 
reported slippery but in 
relatively good condition this 
morning.

Robert Rill, 3213 Erin Drive, 
had dressed warmly due to the 
weather but was accosted by 
four youths about 16 to 18 years 
old at 8 p.m. Sunday while he 
was walking at 24th Street and 
Madison Avenue.

Inc., both reported normal 
workshifts today, as did other 
industries. 

‘The Local A. 0. Smith Corp. 
auto frame plant was closed 
today and will remain closed 
tomorrow due to the 
snowstorm. 

It has not yet been deter- 
mined how much of an impact 

the gasoline shortage will have 
on the Smith plant, which 
produces frames for full-size 
autos. 

‘The General Motors plant in 
St. Louis has announced layoffs 
affecting 3,500 workers. 

Workers on the GM passenger 
auto production line are to be 
notified | Wednesday of 
elimination of the second shift 
and temporary shutdown of the 
entire line in the next few 
weeks. 

The St. Louis plant is one of 
ten facing shutdown of 
passenger car production in 
January and February. 

In all, about 86,000 GM 
workers will be laid off, 38,000 
indefinetely, because the 
energy crisis is turning some 
buyers away from big. cars. 
Gasoline availability is such a 
concern that 1974 U.S. auto 
sales will reach only 10'% 
million instead of the predicted 
13'2 million, GM believes.

funds for repair of breaks

Granite City is facing a 
financial dilemma because of 
the mounting number of sewer 
breaks in the Nameoki area — 
and the necessity of repairing 
them. 

The city has spent more than 
$1 million in repairing broken 
sewer lines so far this year. This 
cost does not include a series of

Benjamin A. McMillon,. 51, of 
11 Lakeview Drive, Pontoon 
Beach, was fatally injured 
when his car went out of control 
on Interstate 270 at the Route 
203 exit and went over the 
bridge railing, falling 50 feet 
onto its top at 7:50 p.m.

and Joseph McMillon, all. of 
Lenoir, N.C.; five sisters, Mrs. 
Florence Jenkins, Mrs. Matilda 
Holler, Mrs. June Enlow, Mrs. 
Ruth Freeman and Mrs. Ia 
Woods, all of Lenoir; and three 
grandchildren

Deputies OK 
new contract 


Five weeks of negotiations 
between Madison County 
sheriff's deputies and jailers 
ended Friday as a contract offer 
from the county’s finance 
committee—offering raises of 
17 per cent over two years—was 
accepted. 

A similar agreement is to be 
presented to members of Local 
799 of the State, County and 
Municipal Employes, 
representing 400 courthouse and 
county employes, on 


Bi-State plan crit 


A long-range capital im- 
provement program, providing 
$85 million for improvements of 
public transportation in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area, was 
adopted by the Bi-State Board 
of Commissioners Thursday. 

The plan is subject to 
revisions and was submitted to 
meet federal deadlines for fund 
applications, it was explained at 
the meeting. The federal 
government is being asked to 
fund 80 per cent of the program. 

The draft was criticized by 
Commissioner Carmen Moody 
of East St. Louis. She voted 
against it, saying it provided no 
new services to Illinois, and 
only a paragraph calling for 
some revisions in Illinois 
routes. 

The plan calls for $23 million 
to buy 100 new buses, with the 
remainder for special projects 
such as exclusive bus lanes, 
park and ride services’ and 
possibly a minibus service. 

The commissioners also 
approved contingency plans in

Boy, 14, burned 


Richard Foote Jr., 14, of 1712 
Kennedy Drive, Madison, was 
to undergo his second operation 
today since he was seriously 
burned in an accident at his 
home at 1 p.m. Thursday. 

The boy said a camping 
lantern was responsible for the 
fire which caused second and 
third degree burns to his right 
lower leg and foot. 

A friend, Darrin Obermeier, 
14, of 1827 Third St., had just 
knocked on the front door when 
the accident occurred. He heard 
the yells and ran into the home 


four new breaks developing 
within the last few weeks. 

To make matters worse, the 
city has received only $150,000 
in flood disaster funds under the 
program set up by the state and 
federal governments following 
severe flooding earlier in the 
year. The city maintains it 
should receive a total of $745,000 
on the basis of flood damage to 
the sewer lines. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
which has the job of screening 
applications for flood disaster 
aid has allowed the city funds 
for repairing 11 sewer breaks 
occurring prior to last May 1. 
This amounts to $510,000. To 
date, the city has 21 breaks. 

The other $235,000 to which 
city officials feel Granite City is 
entitled has not been approved 
by the corps which contends the 
damage involved was caused, 
at least in part, by televising the 
lines. The televising was 
required by the engineering 
corps to qualify the city for 
flood damage funds. 

Because of the delay in 
allocation of funds already 
approved by federal agencies, 
the Granite City Council last 
week authorized Mayor Paul 
Schuler to go to Washington in 
an attempt to resolve any 
problems that are holding up 
distribution of money. 

Schuler said he plans to 
confer with top officials of the 
Housing and Urban Develop-

ment Agency through which 
applications for flood assistance 
funds are channeled, and with 
Cong. Melvin Price of this 
district. Schuler said he hopes 
Cong. Price may be influential 
in removing the bottleneck 
delaying flood assistance funds. 

If Granite City receives no 
more than the $510,000 for which 
applications have been ac- 
cepted "by the Corps of 
Engineers, the city will have to 
foot the bill for sewer repairs 
tofaling as much as $750,000, 
and possibly more. 

The full extent of the cost for 
repairing broken sewer lines 
will depend upon the extent of 
the breaks which still continue 
to occur without letup. 

Repairs are being made by 
Contracting 
Co. of East St. Louis under a 
unit price contract awarded by 
the city last July. High cost of 
the repair work has resulted 
from an extremely high water 
table which has prevented 
repairmen from reaching the 
broken lines until the areas 
around the breaks are 
“dewatered.” 

This process alone costs the 
city $2,500 per day for 
dewatering at breaks upon 
which repair work is being 
done. 

Dewatering and by-pass 
pumping of sewage around the 
breaks in sewer lines has ac- 
counted for approximately 75 


4th round of 
Dobrey bids 


A new bid call tor con- 
struction of drainage im- 
provements for the Dobrey 
Slough area in Nameoki 
Township has been issued by 
the Division of Waterways of 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation. 

Bids for the project-called for 
the fourth time-are to be opened 
at 10:30 a.m. Jan, 8 at the 
Division of Waterways offices 
in Springfield, according to Leo 
M. Eisel, director of the 
waterways division. 

The proposal, which calls for 
an underground drainage line 
from the south end of the 
slough, south to the north right- 
of-way of Pontoon Road and 
then east into the existing 
Granite City sewer at Stearns 
Avenue, has been a con- 
troversial undertaking which 
has involved unsuccessful ef- 
forts by the state, the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District and 
Granite City. 

While the state has ap- 
propriated $150,000 to finance 
the drainage line, bid calls by 
the division of waterways have 
been unsuccessful on three 
previous occasions. In the first 
bid call, there were no bidders, 
and in the second the lowest of 
two bids was 77 per cent over 
the state cost estimate. 

The third bid call on Oct. 30 
resulted in only one bid that 
was 56 per cent over the state 
cost estimate. The state 
routinely rejects bids .which 
exceed the state’s engineering 
estimates by more than 5 per 
cent

Roger Dale Buckingham, 18, 
of 3045 Dale Ave., was charged 
with disorderly conduct at 10:15 
am.

City records show that 
payments to the Ernest firm as 
of Nov. 30 totaled $912,043.

Of the total of $912,043 paid 
the contractor as of Nov. 30, 
$679,400 represented costs for 
dewatering and — by-pass 
pumping.

Thus, the total 
amount paid to Nov. 30 was 
$112,043 in excess of the budget

As a result, city officials are 
expected to amend the budget to 
a new figure in excess of $1 
million in an amendatory ap: 
propriation ordinance expected 
to be presented to the City 
Council within the next few 
weeks, 

Payment of sewer repair 
costs, supplemented only by the 
$150,000 in federal flood aid, has 
depleted the city's regular 
general fund transferable. ac- 
counts by using money out of 
the sales tax and state income 
tax receipts.

Education ‘action goals’ include 
positive attitude toward learning 


“The one thing that appears 
certain about the edycational 
needs of future generations is 
that they will not be the same as 
they have been. traditionally. 
Unless we anticipate those 
needs intelligently and set out 
specifie plans and objectives to 
meet them, we fail the future.” 

This was the statement of 

chool Supt. Michael J 
s Friday in announcing 
ssuance of the second edition of 

Action Goals for the Seven- 
ties,” the state’s long-range 
plan for educational im- 
provement from the state to the 
classroom levels. 

Both editions of Action Goals 
tesulted from public hearings 
around the state at which 
educators, students, parents 
and others testified on the 
problems of education. The first 
edition of Action Goals was 
published in May 1972 

Bakalis said, “If Action 
Goals’ commitment for 
educational renewal is upheld 
by successive leaders of our 

chools in this state, it will offer 
the basic foundation for a 
guarantee of equal access to a 
quality education for all per- 
sons, regardless of their age.” 

The new Action Goals. 143 
pages long, contains two major 
parts: Creating and Evaluating 
the Goals (1971-1973); and The 
Revised Goals—1973: From 
Paper to Practice 

The first part oytlines the 
process of public involvement 
that preceded both 
publications, the debate, con- 
troversy and impact of the first 
edition and how this affected the 
new publication 

Speaking of the public's in- 
volvement in the development 
of the goals in Action Goals, 
Bakalis said. “Difficult 
problems, of course, seldom 
yield to easy answers. But 
problems, painfully and 
emotionally charged as they 
may be, must be dealt with 
boldly and not be permitted to 
paralyze an essential forward 
movement toward educational 
excellence. 

“So the principal function of 
continuing public involvement 
in discussing and revising this 
document is: to clarify the 
mission of our schools and to 
charge the schools, the people 
they serve, and the people who 
serve them to achieve the very 
best that is in them.” 

The second part of the book 
spells out the ‘substantive 
goals for education. It also 


contains a list of specific ob- 
jectives, most of them timed for 
completion by a certain date, 
that schools should achieve to 
reach the goals. Some ob- 
jectives have been revised as a 
result of continued public 
evaluation of the plan. 

Bakalis described the section 
containing the specific steps for 
achieving the goals as “perhaps 
the most important part of the 
book. 

“These objectives are 
program oriented, time 
specific, and product specific. 
This edition contains a progress 
report for each action objective, 
citing state and local examples 
of specific movement toward 
accomplishment of the ob- 
jective.” 

He referred to the list of more 
than a hundred projects in 65 
school districts which names 
areas of progress toward 
achieving the goals contained in 
the t edition of Action 
Goals. These examples of 
progress, he said, are only a few 
of the hundreds that could be 
mentioned. "To me, these local 
examples form the most ex. 
citing part of the book.” 

The specific objectives in the 
second part of the document are 
designed to meet the following 
basic goals—that the 
educational system must 

—Provide opportunities 
which help students master the 
basic skills of reading. com- 
munication, computation and 
problem solving 

—Provide an environment 
which helps students, parents, 
and other community members 
demonstrate a positive at 
titude toward learning. 

Foster a feeling of 
adequacy and self-worth on the 
part of all students 

-Provide opportunities for 
students to express and ap 
preciate creativity 

—Provide experiences which 
help students adapt to a world of 
change. 

~— Provide an environment 
which brings about — ap- 
preciation for and positive 
attitudes toward persons and 
cultures different from one's 
own 

—Provide equal educational 
opportunities for all 

—Provide every student with 
opportunities in training for the 
world of work. 

Provide experiences which 
result in habits and attitudes 
associated with citizenship 
responsibilities

Testimony given at the 
hearings was the primary 
source for the goals and ob- 
jectives. 

In his introduction to the 
second edition, Bakalis said 

“The overriding goal con- 
tinues to be to provide an action 
agenda which can strengthen 
local capability to deal with the 
educational challenges of this 
decade. Educational reform 
and renewal can come only 
through strengthening the 
ability of local school boards, 
administrators and teachers to 
become responsive to change. 

“The agenda will be 
meaningless if local school 
communities do not discuss and 
plan for accomplishment of the 
objectives. 

“No amount of state man- 
dates will accomplish the 
missions of this document 
without local involvement and 
detailed, systematic planning. 
The role of OSPI is to provide 
the mechanisms for continyous 
discussions of educational 
renewal efforts and to stimulate 
and nurture the development of 
local capability to adapt to the 
unprecedented change of this 
and the next generation.”’

Record steel Legislative Council does 
research for lawmakers 


production 
pace in ‘73 


With a month to go in 1973, 
domestic steel producers had 
topped their entire 1972 raw 
steel output total, and were 
closing in on an all-time record. 

According to the American 
Tron and Steel Institute, mills in 
this country poured 12,582,000 
tons of steel during November, 
a record for the month. 

This pushed total raw steel 
output through the first 
months of 1973 to 137,696,000 
tons—close to the all-time one- 
year steel production high of 
141,262,000 tons set in 19 

Of 1973's output tough 
November, 76,169,000 tons came 
from basic oxygen furnaces. 
Open hearths contributed 
36,467,000 tons to the total, while 
electric furnaces made the 
remaining 25,060,000 tons 

During the comparable 
period of 1972, raw steel output 
totaled 121,224,000 tons, with 
67,877,000 tons made by B-O-Fs, 
31,848,000 tons by open hearths, 
and 21,499,000 tons produced by 
electrics. 

During November 1973, B-O- 
F's made 6,909,000 tons of steel, 
compared with 3,316,000 tons 
from open hearths 000 
tons from electric furnaces. 

AISI’s steelmaking index, 
based on average 1967 
production as 100, stood at 120.3 
in November 1973. This com- 
pares with an index of 119.2 in 
October and 117.0 in September 

Through the first ten months 
of 1973, stee! ers in this 
country had shipped their 
customers more mill products 
than they did during the full 12 
months of 1972 

Domestic steel shipments 
reached 93,298,000 tons by the 
end of October, This was nearly 
1,500,000 tons more than the

91,805,000 tons shipped during 
all of the previous year—and 
was just under the all-time one- 
year shipments record of 
93,877,000 tons set in 1969. 

‘The steel industry set its third 
straight monthly record when it 
shipped 9,892,000 tons ofisteel in 
October. This was the highest 
total ever for the month, and 
follows new records for the 
months of September and 
August. 

Steel shipments totaled 
8,243,000 tons in October of last 
year, and 75,623,000 tons during 
the first ten months of 1972. 

Steel company employes 
averaged more hours on the job 
during October than they did in 
any month since May. 

AISI reported that persons 
engaged in production and 
marketing of steel worked an 
average of 39.5 hours per week 
in October, the longest average 
work week since May 

At the same time, however, 
the number of such workers 
carried on steel company 
payrolls slipped for the third 
month in a row, They totaled 
512,300 individuals in October. 
This was down from S 
tember’s figure of 514.9 
persons, and 1973's employment 
high of 520,500 persons, reached 
in July, 

During October of last year, 
however, the comparable 
employment figure was only 
4 00. 

In Qetober 1973, 
producers paid out $602,059,000 
in wages and salaries, bringing 
the total of such payments 
through the first ten months of 

to $5,597, 155,000 

Total employment costs per 
hour for hourly employes were 
$7.78 in October 1973, compared 
with a $7.08 average for 1972, 
including costs of such em 
ployment benefits as pensions, 
insurance supplemental 
unemployment benefits, the 
non-payroll portions of savings 
and vacation plan costs, and 
legally required payroll taxes.

Located within the Capitol 
Building in Springfield, the 
Legislative Council isa purely 
service agency with no policy- 
making functions. It serves 
the legislature in these capac- 
ities: provides research, 
printing and graphic arts ser- 
vices and special activities. It 
is the legislature’s agency for 
researching issues for state 
lawmakers before proposed 
laws get to the bill-drafting 
stage. 


“The council was set up in 
1937 with the idea that it would 
study what was coming up in 
the next session of the Gener- 
al Assembly and offer solu- 
tions and proposals relating to 
these affairs,” explained Wil- 
liam Day, research director. 
“It was patterned after a sim- 
ilar agency in Kansas. It 
worked in that capacity in 
Kansas, but it didn’t here.” 


Therefore the emphasis 
shifted to “‘spot’? research. 

“This is a project we can 
complete within three days,” 
he said. 

‘The council is composed of 


20 members, four ex officio 
members — the speaker of the 
House, president pro tempore 
of the Senate, and the minor- 
ity leaders of the two houses 
— plus eight representatives 
appointed by the speaker and 
eight senators appointed by 
the president pro tempore of 
the Senate. They meet quar- 
terly rotating between Chica- 
go and Springfield. 

In addition, 31 persons, in- 
cluding research associates, 
clerical staff and service-unit 
personnel, comprise the 
working staff. 

“Generally one person 
works on one request,” Day 
explained. ‘Our staff is pretty 
well specialized. For exam- 
ple, we have four lawyers and 
many with a background in 
political science.” 

The research associate uses 
such avenues of information 
as the Llinois State Library, 
its own files, and other agen- 
cies similar to the council 
throughout the country. In ad- 
dition, the council is entering 
into agreements with Lllinois 
universities to use faculty 
members as a scientific pool 
which legislators can utilize, 
under special contracts, to 
survey and report on data 
needed for informed consider- 
ation of issues. 

“Jf time permits we write 
up, in typewritten form, the 
information we gather via a 
request,” inserted Day who 
has been with the council 
since 1959. ‘However, some of 
the requests involve a verbal 
reply.”

tained maximum height, was 
slightly over 69 inches in the 
years 1963-70—a figure com- 
parable to that recorded in 1954 
in a study done in the state of 
Michigan.

“It was 
attended by 61 new mem- 
bers.”” 

A legislative information 
booth located on the third 
floor of the Capitol Building is 
staffed by volunteers under 
the coordination of couucil 
members.

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As year ends, Granite City sewer breaks loom as a major problem for area 


As the year of 1973 draws to a 


close, one of the most immediate 
and serious problems facing this 
area is the continuing series of 
sanitary sewer breaks occurring in 


Granite City. 


Repair costs for this year alone 
have exceeded $1 million and the 


eventual total is certain to be much 
higher. Federal disaster allocations 
are being obtained to reimburse the 
city government for some of these 
expenditures but are not likely to 
meet the full cost. 

Meanwhile, new breaks are 
being found almost daily. 

Although waterproof joints are 
being installed during such repairs, 


in contrast to the pipe joints in the 
original sewer system, the lines are 
deep in the ground and are easily af- 
fected by changes in the water table 
and shifting of the earth. 

While the basic problem may 
date back to the design concepts or 
installation methods of many years 
ago, it is a new and ever-worsening 
dilemma that not only causes great 
inconvenience but threatens 
municipal fiscal solvency. 

The topic needs to be given 
priority consideration by officials, 
engineering-construction experts 
and all others who may be able to 
suggest full or partial solutions. 


Elections consolidated; next step could be shorter post-primary campaign 


Thanks to action by the Madison 
County Board and many other coun- 
ties following enabling legislation, 
1974 will bring two rather than four 
elections in most sections of Illinois, 
saving millions of dollars statewide. 
The consolidated balloting will take 
place March 19 and Nov. 5. 

A further step worthy of General 
Assembly action—although it is too 
late to alter the 1974 pattern—would 
be to shorten the span between the 
primary and general elections. 

The period of more than seven 
months—or nearly a year including 


the filing period—makes cam- 
paigning more expensive than 
necessary. 

It also creates candidate lists 
long before many issues arise which 
might prompt others to seek public 
office. 

Throughout the country, most 
primaries for state and 
congressional offices take place in 
May, June or September of even- 
numbered years. Illinois legislators 
may wish to take this into account in 
studying the possibility of shor- 
tening future election calendars. 


Watergate dominant 1973 news story; energy crisis may lead the 1974 list 


The nation and world are much 
too large and complex for an entire 
year to be easily summarized 
Nevertheless, just as 1968 is sadly 
recalled as a time of blood- 
shed—assassinations and inner city 
violence at home and warfare over- 
seas—1973 will be remembered as 
the year of the Watergate scandal 

The erroneous concept that ‘‘the 
end justifies the means”’ led to the 
eventual downfall of an un 
precedented number of Presidential 
aides. They forgot that allegiance to 
the law and the Constitution is 
necessary no matter how high, one 
has risen. 

They mistakenly concluded that 
the retention of a particular in- 
dividual in office was essential 
because America was not strong 
enough to survive the alternative 
result. 

On the assumption that the 
nation was in peril, they imperiled it 
even further by unilaterally ex- 
tending the authority of the 
executive branch of government far 
beyond the ‘‘checks and balances’’ 
system devised by the farsighted 
founding fathers of the United 
States 

Fortunately, the attempt was 
detected and ended. If there is a 
“silver lining in the dark cloud,”’ itis 


that preservation of individual 
rights is no longer a cause occupying 
the thoughts of only an elite few, but 
a banner behind which nearly every 
citizen proudly marches 

*The repercussions of Watergate, 
which had its beginnings in 1971 and 
1972 before bursting into full flower 
in 1973, are certain to continue into 
1974. Impeachment of the President 
is still not a certainty but is 
recognized by all as a distinct 
springtime possibility. 

As the several inquiries con- 
tinue, as new indictments are retur- 
ned, as more ex-officials go on trial 
for alleged crimes, the pressure for 
affirmative House action could 
become irresistible. Our guess is 
that, if called on to vote, our 
congressman would vote to impeach 
and both our senators wouid vote to 
convict if they became convinced 
that -wrongdoing had been proven 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 

If impeachment occurs, 
would be the dominant 
development of 1974. 

It the investigations fail to lead 
to such an outcome, the No. 1 story 
of the coming year instead may be 
the fuel-energy crisis that began 
taking its toll this fall and seems 
likely to accelerate in intensity 
during the late winter and early

Steps to take by New 
Year's to save taxes 


December is not only the 
month for Christmas shop- 
ping — it's also the time to 
look for ways to save on your 
1973 tax bill. 

“There are some simple 
steps which, if taken before 
the end of the year, may re- 
sult in substantial tax sav- 
ings,” observes W. Scane 
Bowler, chairman of the 
board and chief executive of- 
ficer of Pioneer Western Cor- 
poration, who adds that “the 
best place to start is with an 
estimate of 1973 income, com- 
pared with 1972's total and a 
projection for 1974.” 

Pioneer Western is a na- 
tional financial services orga- 
nization 

“One of the first steps to 
take in effective tax planning 
is to be doubly sure that all 
payments. made for depen- 
dents meet existing support 
tests — a taxpayer must pro- 
vide more than 50 per cent of 
an individual's support in or- 
der to claim an exemption. 
Further, there are some pay- 
ments that do not count as 
support — life insurance pre- 
miums and income taxes, for 
example. 

“Then, take a look at your 
investment program. There 
may be some stocks or bonds 


that should be sold to take full 
advantage of capital gains or 
losses regulations. Keep in 
mind that gains made on 
stock sales after December 
21, 1973, are not taxable until 
1974. But, losses on sales up to 
the last trading day of the 
year are deductible,” Bowler 
empahsizes. 

When considering available 
deductions, don’t waste any, 
he warns. If, for example, 
there is an unsettled doctor or 
dentist bill, it can be paid in 
1973 or deferred until early 
1974, depending on the tax- 
payer’s adjusted gross in- 
come and other medical ex- 
penses. 

“Only those medical ex- 
penses in excess of 3 per cent 
of adjusted gross income are 
deductible. If 1973 doctors’ 
bills have been low and there 
is nothing to be gained by pay- 
ing an unsettled bill this year, 
defer payment until 1974. 

“And, just as deferring the 
payment of an expense can 
sometimes be advantageous, 
the shifting of income can of- 
ten result in a tax saving. If, 
for instance, a taxpayer is to 
receive a 1973 year-end bonus,

ation,” Bowler points out 

Businessmen, he adds, 
should also consider the possi- 
ble tax advantage of acceler- 
ating the purchase of depreci- 
able assets, such as machine- 
Ty or office equipment. 

“By purchasing such equip- 
ment in late 1973, it is possible 
to get the 20 per cent depreci- 
ation allowance — up to $4,000 
in deductions on a joint return 
this year. Additionally, a7 per 
cent investment credit can be 
claimed and the businessman 
is able to take earlier depreci- 
ation deductions,” Bowler ex- 
plains. 

There are points to remem- 
ber — tax-wise — in giving 
away money or securities, he 
stresses. “If, for example, an 
individual plans to give stocks 
or bonds that have appreci- 
ated in value since their pur- 
chase to a public charity, he 
can deduct the full market 
value of the securities, not 
just his coct. Further, he will 
not have to pay tax on the 
gain,” Bowler states. 

“Meaningful tax planning is 
actually. a year-round job — 
but a lot can be done during 
the final days of December 
that truly makes it all worth- 
while,” Bowler concludes.

A story 
of triumph, 
tragedy 


ALL MY YESTERDAYS; 
an autobiography by Edward 
G. Robinson with Leonard 
Spigelgass; Hawthorn Books, 
Inc.; 344 pages; $10.

Edward G. Rebinson was 
not your handsome leading 
man, to be sure. Yet he was 
one of the great Ametican 
actors and to millions he was. 
Little Caesar, or Wolf Larsen, 
or Dr. Ehrlich or Lancey 
Howard — some of the late 
actor’s most famous roles. 

For all his ultimate success 
in motion pictures and on the 
stage, the late Robinson's life 
was tinged as much with 
tragedy as with triumph. 
They seemed to go hand in 
hand for the Jewish boy who 
emigrated from Romania to 
the tenements of Manhattan's 
Lower East Side. 

Robinson's autobiography 
is an absorbing aceount of 
Broadway in the twenties and 
Hollywood in the golden 
thirties, when movie stars 
were the kings and queens of 
America. There is a closeup 
look at his leading ladies — 
Ethel Barrymore, Marlene 
Dietrich, Bette Davis, Lauren 
Bacall, Mary Astor — and the 
men he starred with — Hum- 
phrey Bogart, George Raft, 
John Garfield, Frank Sinatra. 
And there are sparkling vi- 
gnettes about the movie 
moguls he toiled for — Irving 
Thalberg, Louis B. Mayer and 
Jack Warner 

Just as‘it seemed Robinson 
had reached the heights of his 


career, his name, was. linked 


with communism. by ‘the 
Housé Committee on: Un- 
‘American Activities. By’ the 
early 1950s Robinson couldn’t 
get a job. No studio, would 
have him: - 

Later he'was absolved, and 
his comeback was a story. of 
courage in itself. By. then 
Robinson also was acquiring 
one of the. finest private art 
collections in the world. 

But again’ came the trayic 
climax —he was forced to sell 
most of his priceless paintings 
as part of a divorce settle- 
ment. 

Robinson 1s frank ‘t con- 
cede his private life was a 
failure. His wife suffered 
from severe depression and 
his son and.only child turned 
to.alcohol. 

This distinguished , actor, 
working with Spigelgass und 
mowing he was dying of can- 
cer after winning a first boui 
with the disease, at tumes re- 
veals his deepest feelings and 
the events which triggered 
them. 

Ironically, Robinson recalls 
he abhorred motion pictures 
and had no intention of mak- 
ing them so long as the Broad- 
way stage wanted him. But at 
last the hard facts of econom- 
ic life confronted him and he 
went to Hollywood. After one 
silent film, Robinson was 
rocketed to fame for his role 
as the vicious gang killer in 
“Little Caesar." Then came a 
string of successes, like “Five 
Star Final,"’ “Double Indem- 
nity'’’ and "Dr. Ehrlich's 
Magic Bullit."” 

At a time when most actors 
retire, Robinson kept on 
working, for that was his life 
now that the family had been 
shattered. He was felled by a 
heart attack in Africa, nearly 
killed in a Beverly Hills auto 
accident and finally died. of 
cancer after doctors believed 

for a time he had beaten the 
disease

no license to 
wed in Illinois 


GENEVA When young 
teen-agers want to get mar- 
ried, it's hard to stop them. 

Many appear at their coun- 
ty clerk's office with no iden- 
fication in their pockets, and 
hes on their lips 

Our house was burgiarized 
and all the family's legal pa- 
pers, including birth certifi- 
cates, were stolen, says one 

I lost my driver's license 
and birth certificate, says an- 
other 

My mother put the papers, 
which were in my pants pock- 
et, through the laundry. 

Our house burned up and 
everything in it are a few 
more of the stories 

Some underage would-be 
brides or bridegrooms bring a 
note allegedly from a con- 
cerned parent, of course, giv- 
ing permission for the license. 

None of the above is an ac- 
ceptable excuse to the county 
clerk or his staff. 

State statutes gover'n issu- 
ance of marriage licenses, 
and regardless of how the 
staff feels about a latter-day 
Romeo and Juliet, the rules 
are followed. 

“I don’t hold it against the 
kids. ... I remember when I 
was young,” said Kane Coun- 
ty Clerk William A. Vollrath. 
“It's the parents who give us 
the most trouble.” 

You mean parents actually 
want 14- and 15-yearyld chil- 


, Vollrath said he'd had fa- 
thers threaten to punch him in 
the nose, and mothers rave 
and rant that they ought to 
know when their own children 
were born. 

It isn’t just mothers with 
pregnant daughters either, 
but often it's the son’s mother 
who, in the absence of a birth 
certificate for her offspring, 
wants the clerk's staff to take 
her word for the birth date. 

When the staff explains that 
the law won't allow anyone's 
word except a legal docu- 
mient, the tearful or angry ac- 
cusation then is that the clerk 
called her a liar. 

Some parents bring docu- 
ments where the dates have 
been erased and others typed 
in. The alteration is obvious. 

‘That isn’t acceptable either. 

If that attitude on the part of 
parents is incomprehensible, 
there is more. 

One mother recently ame 
with her underage offspring 
with an altered birth certifi- 
cate to get a marriage license.

Beginning Jan. 1, creditors 
will have to tell consumers— 
before they sign a contract— | 
whether finance charge refunds 
or rebates will be given if the 
consumer pays the debt off 
before the contract deadline. 

Dorothy Goss, University of 
Mlinois Extension family 
economics specialist, notes that 
creditors will have to provide 
information as a Truth in 
Lending disclosure according to 
requirements of the Federal 
Reserve System*(FRS). The 
FRS gives this example of the 
new refund policy: If the cash 
price of an item is $100 and the 
finance charge for a year is $20, 
the consumer normaily signs an 
obligation to pay $120 in 12 
monthly installments of $10 
each. 

If the consumer repays the 
obligation in full before the 
maturity deadline, he may or 
may not receive a refund on a 
portion of the $20 finance 
charge. That decision is made 
by the creditor. 

If the creditor will not make a 
refund, he must tell the con- 
sumer before the obligation is 
signed, beginning tomorrow. 

The FRS already requires 
creditors who do make refunds 
to explain to consumers the 
method of the refund.

Work is progressing on plans 
to get Mlinois’ lottery underway 
next year 

The legislation to legalize a 
statewide lottery in Illinois was 
approved in the fall session of 
the General Assembly and was 
signed into law by Gov. Daniel 
Walker: 

The governor will appoint 4 
board which must be approved 
by the Senate, to help in the 
operation of the lottery. The 
Hevenue Department. headed 
by Robert Allphin, will actually 
run the lottery 

As it now ‘stands, the first 
tickets for the lottery won't go 
on sale until after July 1. The 
supporters of the lottery 
legislation couldn't muster the 
needed votes to make it ef- 
fective immediately, so it was 
decided to delay the effective 
date. 

But when the General 
Assembly returns on Jan. 9, 
there is a chance that the date 
will be moved to April 1 

The Revenue Department is 
currently looking at the lot- 
teries being operated in other 
states. Officials in the depart- 
ment are checking on prize 
money, the price of tickets and 


_what personnel will be needed 


to operate the lottery 

Apparently the price of 
tickets. and the amounts of the 
prizes will be determined by the 
board. The board members 
could be announced shortly 

Presently there seems to be a 
trend toward charging 50 cents 
per ticket. The ticket would be 
sold in such places as super- 
markets, hotels and other 
public places. 

Winners apparently will be 
named each week, and it is a 
possibility that the prizes could 
go as high as $1 million. 
However, there has been no 
definite determination on the 
size and number of the prizes. 
Again, this area will have to be 
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finalized by the five-member 
board. 

There is a difference of 
opinion as to how much the 
receipts will be. Estimates 
range from $100 million to $156 
million a year. 

The receipts will go into the 
state's general revenue fund, or 
the all-purpose “cookie jar.” 
They are expected to offset the 
state funds that will be given to 
the Regional Transit Authority 
for Will, Kane, DuPage, 
McHenry, Lake and Cook 
Counties. 

When the lottery was 
proposed in the spring, backers 
had suggested that the receipts 
go to the state mental health 
fund and public school fund. 

New Hampshire, the first 
state to have a lottery, started 
with a $3 ticket and the drawing 
was once a year. This has been 
changed to 50 cents a ticket and 
the drawing is now once a week. 
Some of the receipts are used 
for education. 

Only one other Midwestern 
state has a lottery-Michigan 
It has a 50-cent ticket and sells, 
on the average, 5.2 million 
tickets. It has grossed over $150 
million and is considered one of 
the most successful lotteries. 

However, a lottery is not new 
in Illinois. In the early 1800s, a 
lottery was used to finanee a 
public works project

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Farmers warn against over-production 


Illinois farmers have backed 
development of 3 national 
energy policy to define and 
meet the nation’s energy needs 
and urged a cautionary ap- 
proach to future food production 
plans. 

‘Adoption of policy positions 
on a wide range of public and 
agricultural issues was a final 
order of business of the four-day 
59th annual meeting of the 
Illinois Agricultural 
Association, state-wide Farm 
Bureau. 

The IAA will ask the 
American Farm Bureay 
Federation to adopt a policy 
which would support devel- 
opment of a national policy 
to define energy needs and 
how those needs can be met, 
consistent with wise use of 
resources, environmental 
protection, sound land yse and 
the welfare of the people. 

‘The energy crisis policy also 
should support an extensive 
federal research program to 
develop new energy sources as 
well as to further develop 
existing sources, the IAA voting 
delegates recommended. 

To alleviate the existing 
imbalance between the supply 
and demand for energy, the IAA 
delegates suggested a 10-point 
program: 

1. Temporary 
delaying of certain en- 
vironmental controls, such as 
those relating to auto emissions 
and high sulfur fyel emissions in 
non-metropolitan areas. 

2. Early completion of the 
Alaskan pipeline 

3. Encouragement of new 
drilling and exploration for oil 
and gas, including relaxation of 
price regulations. 


relaxing or 
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4. Increase imports and 
develop port facilities to handle 
such imports. 

5. Provide sound programs 
with adequate environmental 
safeguards to increase the use 
of coal and nyclear power as 
alternates to oil and gas. 

6. Provide research programs 
to develop methods to perfect 
alternative energy sources, 
such as Waste material and 
recycling. 

7. Pledge the Farm Bureay to 
assist in information programs 
to encourage conservation of all 
fuels. 

8. Lower speed 
conserve fyel 

9. Increase development of 
mass transportation systems. 

10. Work for inclusion of 
agricultural uses as a high 
priority, recreation and 
pleasure uses as low priority in 
any allocation program. 

In the federal farm program 
policy recommendation, the 
IAA delegates want the U. S. 
Department of Agriculutre to 
avoid over-reacting to the 1973 
supply and demand situation in 
announcing program provisions 
which could over-stimulate 
farm production in 1974 and 
subsequent years, 

‘‘Over-expansion of 
production could destroy 
profitable farm prices and 
sound, long-term conservation 
practices creating greater soil 
erosion and sedimentation; and 
could impede the orderly 
marketing of crops by over- 
burdening the existing facilities 
for storing, handling, con- 
ditioning, transporting and 
processing farm crops,"” the 
IAA resolution related. 5

Gasification big hope for 
vast Illinois coal reserve 


There's coal in them thar hills 
and dales and valleys and plains 
and 

With. the energy depression 
upon us, that’s pretty im- 
portant, Especially in Mlinois, 
the nation’s fourth largest 
producer of coal 

And the state also sits on the 
largest coal reserve in the 
country. Dirty burning high- 
sulfur reserves, that is. And 
that’s the problem. 

Less than one per cent of the 
estimated 193.7 billion tons of 
coal resting in Illinois’ depths is 
low in sulfur content. And you 
can’t recklessly burn the high- 
sulfur coal, according to Illinois 
laws. 

In essence, the laws prevent 
the burning of high sulfur coal 
unless dust and sulfur fumes 
from it are controlled. 

Rep. Richard Hart, D-Benton, 
introduced a House bill which 
he said was designed to protect 
the Ilinois coal industry “from 
extinction"’ through present 
regulations adopted by the 
Pollution Control Board. 

Hart's bill, later vetoed by 
Gov. Daniel Walker, would have 
stayed the PCB's rule which 
would require commercially 
available sulfur — dioxide 
removal equipment by May, 
1975

A process whereby low grade 
coal is converted into natural 
gas and fuel oil, gasification 
could be a reality by as early as 
1977, according to Democratic 
Congressman Melvin Price 
And all signs point to Ilinois as 
a plant locale 

At the present time, the 
Department of the Interior's 
coal research office is con- 
sidering Southern Illinois as one 
of a number of sites for con 
struction of a $270 million 


demonstration coal gasification 
and liquification plant. Other 
states, such as Kentucky- and 
West Virginia, are challenging 
Illinois. 

“TI think Illinois is the best 
location for a gasification 
plant,” Dawes said. “We have 
the necessary reserves as well 
as the water supply that is 
necessary.”” 

Another important Illinois 
asset is the fact that many of the 
nation’s major gas_ pipelines 
cross the state. 

The plant may be seen as an 
“economic boon” to the first 
state acquiring it. 

According to a study com- 
piled by the Institute of Gas 
Technology in Chicago, each 
plant and associated mine could 
provide jobs for 1,600 people, 
plus an additional 1,000 jobs 
created in communities 
surrounding it 

Each plant could result in an 
area investment approaching 
$115 million, and $21 million per 
year in personal income will be 
generated by each plant

or cause added irritation. 

It's best to blow your nose 
only when air can pass easily 
through the nostrils. Hold a 
facial tissue loosely in front of 
your nose and avoid pinching 
nostrils tightly shut. 

Do you reach for nasal 
spray, nose drops or inhalers 
every couple of hours to keep 
your nasal passages open? 
You may actually be adding 
to the blockage. Authorities 
point out that some of these 
medicines make blood vessels 
constrict. The lining in your 
nose shrinks, bringing tem- 
porary relief. Then the effect 
wears off. The blood vessels in 
your nasal lining get even 
more swollen and you have 
more trouble breathing than 
you did before 

Frequent and continuous 
use of such nasal medication 
may also lead to paralysis of 
the tiny hairlike cilia in your 
nose whose job is to strain out 
invading particles. The irrita- 
tion caused by the overuse of 
medication may make your 
nasal lining more vulnerable 
to other infections. These in- 
fections can be more severe 
than the original cold. Physi- 
cians warn that in infants and 
young children, using oily 
nose drops often leads to 
pneumonia. 

Because some drops and 
inhalers contain medication 
whose action in the body is 
like that of adrenalin, they 
can cause insomnia, head- 
ache and nervousness. 

Do you smoke? This is irri- 
tating to your mucous mem- 
branes at any time, and you 
don’t need the extra irritation 
when you have a cold. Maybe 
this is a good opportunity for 
you to quit entirely. 

Are you planning a trip? 
The AMA warns that when 
you have a cold, ‘Traveling 
or flying at high altitudes, ex- 
cept in properly pressurized 
cabins, is inadvisable without 
instructions from a_ physi- 
cian.” 

Other hints to help fight a 
cold include drinking plenty of 
fluids (such as water, fruit 
and vegetable juices and 
soups), getting extra rest in 
bed, and staying out of drafts 
and cold night air. It’s wise 
not to eat too much or drink 
excessive amounts of alcohol 
or stimulants such as coffee 
and cola. Physicians recom- 
mend light, nutritious meals.
